Warning hae been issued by 
the Provincial Department of 
Health to all school boards in 
the province that smallpox is 
prevalent in some luculities and 
that suitable steps should be 
taken to guard against the ap- 
pearance of thie disease in their 
districts, It1s pointed out by 
Dr. M. R_ Bow, Deputy Minister 
of Health, that the danger of 
communieating this dread div- 
exse is much greater iu cold 
weather because of eloser con- 
tacts that then uoceur in schoole. 
A large unvaccinated popul- 
ation is a menace in a com 
munity under these conditions 
and the best safeguard is vacci- 
nation

is dune at present,

Mackenzie King, Prime Minister, and, 
attended by members of the cabinet, 
by Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader of the 
Conservative party, and by others! 
prominent in the political, social and 
business life of the Dominion, Sir Wil- 
liam Clark, and the members of his 
family were accorded an_ eloquent 
and hearty welcome to Canada. | 

And not only Canadians at home, 
but representatives of the Dominion 
abroad joined in the welcome, From 
Canada’s high commissioner in Lon- 
don, and from her ministers at Wash- 
ington, and Paris, came greetings by 
cable and telegraph—-messages of, 
goodwill to the man who has been se-| 
lected for the important post of first 
representative of the British Govern- | 
ment at Ottawa. 

The importance of the step which 
has been taken by the British gov- | 
ernment in the appointment of a high 
commissioner to Canada found ex- 
pression in the speech of Premier 
King, who welcomed Sir William and} 
his wife and family to Canada on he-| 
half of the government. 

“Were I to express in a word my | 
feelings as to the significance of the | 
appointment to Canada of a _ high} 
commissioner for Great Britain,” said)

Ottawa.—Some interest has been 
aroused here by the statement con- 
tained in a despatch from St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, that one of the results 
of the change of government in New- 
foundland will be the sale of Labrador 
either to Canada or to an American 
syndicate. It is pointed out, however, 
that confusion might arise from such 
e, statement, because the sale would 
be vastly different if it were made to 
Canada than if it were made to the 
United States interests. 


In the former case, it is stated 
Canada, on the payment of the stip- 
ulated amount, would acquire Labra- 
dor. Labrador would thereupon be- 
come part of the Dominion, either 
being annexed to the province ot 


province or territory. 
In the event of sale to U.S. inter- 
ests there would, of course, be no 


| change in sovereignty. Even if the 


Crown lands, pulp rights, or any 
other of these things appertaining to 
Labrador, were disposed of to an 
American syndicate, the country 
would still remain a part of New- 
foundland and of the British Empire. 
All that would happen is that U.S. 
interests would acquire control of the 
resources to exploit them as they 
saw fit. 

On the basis of the statements con- 
tained in the St. John’s despatch it 
seems likely that negotiations will be

High Quality of 1928 Wheat _ 
Crop Revealed By Dominion 
Grain Research Laboratory Tests 


To persons who have preached the 
need of precautions against a lower- 
ing of the standard of quality of 
Canada’s wheat, a report just issued 
from the Dominion Grain Research 
Laboratory in Winnipeg will be reas- 
suring. Some months ago Dr, Rob- 
ert Magill, Secretary of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange, said that the wheat 
crop of 1927, though very satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of quantity, 
was not so satisfactory from the 
standpoint of quality. He asserted 
that of the wheat grown in the Prov- 
inces and inspected at Winnipeg, only 
about 1 per cent, graded No. 1 North- 
ern, and only 6 or 7 per cent. graded 
No. 2 Northern. In other words, he 
indicated that some 92 per cent. of 
the wheat inspected at Winnipeg 
graded No. 3 Northern or lower. This 
situation Dr, Magill attributed, in 
part, to weather conditions in sec- 
tions of the prairie region and, in 
part, to the class of grain planted by 
some farmers in that part of the 
Dominion, The Secretary of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange touched 
upon a topic that Mr. L. H. New- 
man, the Dominion Cerealist; Mr. G. 
A. Clark, the Dominion Seed Com- 
missioner; prominent members of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association; 
and the directors of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool had discussed. Mr. New- 


‘man told the Committee on Agricul- 


ture of the Dominion House of Com- 
mons @ year or more ago and the 
Saskatchewan Pool directors later 
asserted that some farmers in West- 
ern Canada, in the hope of attaining 
higher acre yields or of reducing their 
risk of losses from rust infections, 
had been sowing varieties of wheat 
that were not so desirable as_ the 
standard varieties from the stand- 
point of milling and baking qualities. 

The report now issued from the Do- 
minion Grain Research Laboratories 
reveals the results of tests of the mil- 
ling and baking qualitics of wheat 
of the crop grown this year. The 
tests were made with samples of 
grain from all the three western pro- 
vinces, secured from the office of the 
chief grain inspector, Those sam- 
ples were regarded as fairly repre- 
sentative of the whole western crop. 
The report, prepared by F. J. Bichard 
and T. R. Aitken, says that the mois- 
ture content of the wheat in all 
grades is low and that to date very 
little tough grain and no damp grain 
has appeared on the market, The 
weight per bushel of each grade of 
wheat, states the report, is higher 
than that of last year; the protein 
content of the wheat is higher in 
each grade; the quality of the pro- 
tein is superior, particularly in the 
lower grades, to that of last year, and 
the baking quality of the flour made 
from each grade is decidedly super- 
jor to that of last year, The high mil- 
ling and baking quality of the com- 
mercial grades is attributed to the 
fact that all the lower grades con- 
tain a considerable percentage of 
hard, plump, sound wheat, that frost 
did not occur until the wheat was 
nearly matured and that most of the 
crop was harvested under very favor- 
able conditions. All this is very 
gratifying to the farmers and to the 
people of the country at large. Can- 
ada has gathered this year the most 
bountiful yleld of wheat in its his- 
tory.

Leasing Of | 
School Lands 


Policy May Be Adopted By 
Department Of Interior 

The new policy of the department 
of interior in regard to leased school 
lands affects only cultivated lands 
which have been abandoned or re- 
linquished and will not become effect- 
ive until Hon. Charles Stewart has 
obtained approval of the three provin- 
cial governments thereto. Mr. Stew- 
art already has interviewed the Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta governments 
and has obtained their consent. 

The new policy will affect approxi- 
mately 1,000 parcels of land in the 
three prairie provinces, most of which 
are in Alberta and Saskatchewan, and 
only a few in Manitoba. The weak- 
ness in the administration which the 
policy is designed to correct is rathex 
involved but may be explained as fol: 
lows: The school lands are adminis- 
tered by the interior department as 
the trustee of the provinces. No sales! 
of school lands are held or made with- 
out the consent of the provinces. 
Since these sales are by public auction 
it is advisable frequently to wait un- 
tii a demand is felt. In Manitoba, 
for example, there have been no sales 
for several years. 

In these periods it has been the 
policy of the department to lease 
school lands for various purposes 
such as grazing and haying. However, | 
the land must not be cultivated. In 
recent years a problem arose in re-

Skim Milk Found To Give Better Egg 
Production 

In a feeding test at the Frederic- 
ton, New Brunswick, Experimental 
Station, fishmeal proved more valua- 
ble {n the ration than an equal 
amount of beef scrap, In the same 
experiment skim milk proved super- 
for to elther beef scrap or fishmeal. 
The test was carried on for a4 six 
months period, ending at the end of 
May last year, Hach of three pens 
was made up of fifteen Barred Rock 
pullets, The scratch grain mixture 


consisted of two parts cracked corn, | deal 
two parts wheat, and one part oats.| 
The dry mash was made up of 100/ 


pounds of wheat bran, 100 pounds 
wheat middiings, 100 pounds corn- 
meal, 100 pounds crushed oats, and 6 
pounds of charcoal. This mixture was 
uniform for all the peng but one of 
them received {n addition 46 pounds 
of beef scrap, Another received skim 
milk fed at a rate of a quart dally 
for fifteen birds, and the third receiv- 
ed 45 pounds of fishmenl, Records 
were kept of the eggs laid, thelr val- 
ue per bird, and the returns per bird 
over the cost of feed. The cost {n 
feed for the eggs laid amounted to 21 
cents per dozen for those getting 
beef scrap; 16 cents per dozen for 
thone getting skim milk, and a frac- 
tion over 16 cents from the birds get- 
ting the fishmeal. The average 
value of the eggs per bird was $2.76 
for the beef scrap Iot, $3.44 for the 
skim milk pen, and $3.26 for the 
birds getting the fishmeal, The pro- 
fit on the birds was on a correspond- 
ing scale, It is further shown in the 
report, which {s published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
that the mortality in the chicks at 
three weeks of age was highest from 
the birds getting the beef scrap, 
amounting to almost 43 per cent. 
The lowest were those from the eggs 
from siiim milk fed birds amounting 
}to 10 per cent., whereas the mortal- 
ity from the eggs from the fishmeal 
fed pen was midway between, 
amounting to 22.85 per cent. Ex- 
periments during three years showed 
that skim milk has given better egg 
production and a larger profit than 
beef scrap.

Suspend “Class” 
Rate On Tea 


New Tariff Would Increase Cost To 
the Consumer 


Complete suspension of railway 
freight tariff item 250-A, in supple- 
ment 21, which placed tea imported 
from Vancouver to points in western 
Canada under a “class rate, thus 
creating a large increase over the 
previous “commodity rate,’ was or- 
dered by the board of railway com- 
missioners in & judgment handed 
down at Ottawa. The judgment 
is exhaustively with the repres- 
sentations of the various boards of 
trade throughout the west who pro- 
tested against the proposed change, 
and also with the testimony of east- 
ern Canada tea importers who urged 
that the change be made effective. 

The “commodity” rate which pro- 
vided for a charge of $1.50 per cwt. 
on carload lots, and $2 per cwt. on 
leas than carloads lots of tea shipped 
from Vancouver to prairie points; 
had been tn effect since 1915, but in 
1926 a new tariff was designed which 
cancelled this rate and put tea im- 
ported through Vancouver under the

The British Government announces 
that the fifteenth British Industries 
Fair will be held simultaneously in 
London and Birmingham from the 
18th February to the 1st March, 1920, 
inclusive.

At 
Birmingham new buildings of lasting 
strength have been constructed to 
meet the insistent demands for space.

In the fifteen years of its existence 
the Fair has developed to such an ex- 
tent that it is now classed as one of 
the great trade fairs of the world. 

At the White City the main lines 
shown include toys and games, leath- 
er and leather goods, pottery and 
glassware, wireless apparatus and ac- 
cessories, clothing and textiles, food- 
stuffs, scientific, photographic and 
optical goods; stationery, jewellery, 
chemicals and druggists sundries, 
fancy goods and sports goods.

machinery. 

In order to facilitate the rapid 
transaction of practical business the 
most thorough and modern system of 
organization has been adopted. In 
London the general public will be ex- 
cluded from admission to the Fair 
during business hours, A special 
club for thé sole use of buyers will 
offer many comforts and amenities 
and the free service of a corps of in- 
terpreters will render business rela- 
tions easier between exhibitor and 
buyer.
